Smallpox is Abated. 


The smallpox situation among the 
Chipjiewaw at Mille Lacs lake is nut 
so serious as reported some days ago. 
Dr. K. IL Beckman, smallpox expert 
of tho state board of health, returned 
j this morning from the lake, which 
he loft yesterday, driving to Milaca 
and t lienee by train coining to St. 
Cloud, says the Journal-Press. 
Dr. Beekman eo-oporated with the 
local health authorities ut the lake at 
their request. 
He reports that the 
Indians who are now suffering from 
the disease number .‘50, and several 
of them are in a precarious condition, 
their deaths being momentarily ex- 
pocted. The deaths so fur number 
three. 
These thirty Indians with thirty- 
three who have been vaccinated or 
are immunes by reason of having 
had the disease, are gathered in two 
camps near Vineland and the camps 
are under guard to prevent any com­ 
munication with the Indians not ex- 
posed or the white settlers of the 
region. There was a good deal of 
friction at first in confining Hie In­ 
dians and settlers, acting through the 
local boards of health, maintained a 
guard day and night over the camps 
of six men each. 
The Indians have, 
however, Ihmjo made to see, through 
Hie medium of a number of confer 
onces. the necessity for the isolation 
of those affected aud have co-operat­ 
ed in rounding up the sick men and 
placing them in the* camps. 
Indian 
Agent Michelet will send several of 
his Indian police from White Earth 
to Mille Lacs to maintain the quar 
antine against these camps.

They have the material resources in 
coal, iron and minerals.

What is the duty of the 
Christian world? This, to carry to 
them the spirit of that gospel which 
teaches the universal iath<*rh<K»d of 
God and the hrothrbood of all men.
